Introduction 

This Old Testament glossary supplements the existing New Testament glossary in Translator's Workplace, compiled 
by Katharine Barnwell, Paul Dancy, and Anthony Pope. A translator should not be 'translating' glossary notes in the 
same way that he does the Biblical text, but he should be finding his own creative ways to explain the word. Note 
that glossary entries will be different for each particular language, depending on the way each idea has been 
translated in the text and on the culture of that language area. For example, if some local cultural feature has the 
same function as in the ancient Jewish culture, no glossary entry is needed. Similarly, if some unknown idea has 
been successfully translated in a fully meaningful way in the text, a glossary entry is not needed. Therefore this 
selection of entries is a 'best-guess' of what is needed in Eurasia (primarily). It will not work equally well for all parts 
of the world. Translators and exegetical advisors should start adding entries as soon as the project starts. At the very 
least they need to add in headwords that don't appear in this list with a rationale (reason for doing so). NB! When a 
complete Bible is published, cross-references to the relevant Old Testament passages could replace some of these 
entries. Religious festivals. The many Jewish feast days mentioned in the New Testament can be described in the 
glossary. (Or in a table?) Some terms have been gathered together into one entry - Festivals, Sacrifices. This makes 
for much more interesting reading for those who simply read through the glossary out of interest. Not many names 
have been included, only those that need an entry such as Abraham/Abram.

Abaddon 
A place of destruction, similar to Sheol. JOB 26:6; 28:22; 
31:12; PSA 88:12 World of the Dead 


Abraham 

The first patriarch of the people of Israel. Prior to being 
called Abraham his name was Abram. He lived a 
nomadic life and he, with his wife Sarah, had sons 
Ishmael and Isaac, amongst others. Isaac's son Jacob was 
the father of the twelve tribes of Israel. Isaac Jacob Gen 
11:27-12:8; 15:1-21; 17:5

Abraham

Altar 

A raised platform for offering sacrifices on. The sacrificed 
animal (or portions of it) was placed on the firewood 
which was on top of the altar and the firewood was set 
light to. The smoke from the sacrifice symbolised the 
offering ascending to God, who 'smelt' the pleasing 
aroma. There are two basic types of altar mentioned in 
the Old Testament. The first was made with uncut stone. 
The second type was made from wood with a piece of 
metal inserted into it. See below for further information: 
Gen. 8:20; Lev. 1:5 


The Bronze Altar 

This was constructed from shittim wood covered with 
bronze. It was five cubits long by five broad and three 
high. The four corners had horns which were of one 
piece with it. It was equipped with rings and staves so it 
could be carried. It stood in the courtyard of the 
tabernacle and was served by priests. Exo 27:1-8 


The Altar of Incense 

The incense altar was made from shittim wood, the 
dimensions one cubit by one by two, and it had horns. 
Its top and sides were overlaid with gold and it was 
surrounded by a crown or rim of gold. It had golden rings 
and staves so it could be carried. It stood before the veil 
in front of the ark. It too was served by priests. Exo 
30:1-10 


Amalekites 
One of the peoples who lived near the land of Canaan 
before the people of Israel occupied it. They were a 
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nomadic people who lived mostly in the area south and 
east of the Dead Sea - the Negeb. They attacked the 
people of Israel when they were coming out of Egypt 
and since that time were considered the enemies of 
Israel. God commanded the people of Israel to 
completely destroy the Amalekites, but only during the 
reign of Hezekiah king of Judah were they completely 
wiped out. Negeb Exo 17:8-16; Deu 25:17-19; 1Sa 15:2, 30:1-5; 
1Ch 4:43 


Amen 
Often used to conclude prayers. 'Amen' means 'so let it 


be". It is based on a Hebrew term meaning 'it is sure’. 
Num. 5:22 Deu. 27:15-26; Jer 11:5 


Ammonites 

The descendants of Ben-ammi, the son born to Lot 
(Abraham's nephew) and his younger daughter. The 
Ammonites worshipped the god Molech. They lived east 
of the Jordan River (nowadays a part of the country 
Jordan) and were typically enemies of Israel. They were 
eventually excluded from the assembly of Israel. Moab 
Gen 19:30-38; Deu 23:3 


Amorites 

One of the main groups of people who lived in the land 
of Canaan before the people of Israel occupied it. The 
word "Amorites" is sometimes used to refer to all the 
peoples living in the land of Canaan at that time, and so 
in the translation it has been translated "Amorite 
peoples" in some places. See also "Canaanites, 
Canaanite peoples". Gen 10:16; 15:16; Num 13:29; 21:13-34; Ezk 
16:3, Amo 2:10 


Anakites (Anakim) 

One of the peoples who lived in Canaan in the area of 
Hebron before the arrival of the Israelites. The 
descendants of the Nephilim, the Anakites were 
particularly strong and tall. Nephilim Num 13:33; Deu 9:2; 
Jos 11:21,22; 14:15 


Angel 

A supernatural being serving God and reporting His 
commands to people. This word comes from the Hebrew 
word for ‘messenger’, which can also refer to humans, 
and in that case it would normally be translated simply 
as 'messenger'. sons of God Gen 16:7-11; 19:1-29; 22:1-18; 
Psa 148:1-4 
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Anoint 

The act of setting someone or something aside for 
special service by pouring olive oil on the chosen person 
or object. Specially chosen men were anointed to be 
kings or priests. Altars, and the whole tabernacle, were 
anointed so as to make them holy. Anointed Exo. 40:9,15; 
Lev. 4:3; 1Sam. 16:13 


Anointed one 

A person who has been chosen and set apart for a 
special role such as a priest or king. Olive oil was poured 
over their head to show that they had been chosen. 1Sa 
10:1; Psa 2:2 Anoint 


Arabah-valley 
A dry and flat area of the river Jordan's valley to the 
North and South of the Dead Sea. Num. 22:1; 26:3 


Aramaic 

A language related to Hebrew. In the sixth century B.C. it 
developed into the main language used for diplomacy 
and commerce throughout the Ancient Near East 
(Middle East, as it is now). Some parts of the Old 
Testament were written in Aramaic, that is: Ezr 4:8-6:18, 
7:12-26; Dan 2:4b-7:28 Hebrew 


Ark of the Covenant 

A wooden chest (i.e. box) covered with gold. The two flat 
pieces of stone on which the Ten Commandments were 
written were kept in it. The lid of the ark had two 
cherubim on it with wings outstretched. In Hebrew this 
lid is called the 'atonement cover' or 'place of 
atonement’. Exo 16:34; 25:9 Cherubim Atonement 
Atonement cover 


Armour 

Battle clothing made from iron or bronze. It was worn to 
protect a person's body from spears, arrows, and other 
kinds of attack. 1Sam. 14:1; 17:6-54 


Arms-bearer 


A warrior who carried the military leader's weapons. 
Judg. 9:54; 1 Sam. 14:1, 6 


Asherah 
A goddess of fertility worshipped by the Canaanites. 
Wooden poles, perhaps carved in her likeness, were set 
up where people gathered to worship her. 'Magic' 
Asherah pillars were worshipped throughout the Ancient 
Near East. In some myths Asherah was wife of El or Baal 
(the main deity) and 'mother of the gods.' She was the 
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principal goddess of the main Phoenician cities of Tyre 
and Sidon. Exo 34:13; Deu 7:5; 12:3; 16:21 


Ashtoreth 
The Canaanite god of love who (supposedly) provided 
full and ripe harvests. Jdg. 2:13 


Assyria 

A powerful empire whose capital city Nineveh was 
located in what is now northern Iraq. In 722 B.C. the 
Assyrians conquered the northern kingdom of Israel and 
took many of the people away as captives. The Assyrians 
then forced people from other parts of their empire to 
settle on Israel's land. The people of Israel who 
remained in the land, intermarried with these people. 
They also attacked Judah but did not succeed. Later the 
capital, Nineveh, was forever destroyed by conquering 
armies as judgment from God. 2Ki 18:9-19:36; Nah 1-3 Israel 


Atonement 

The removal of sins and their associated guilt by 
sacrifices given to God. This restores the relationship 
between God and the one for whom the sacrifices were 
offered. The Hebrew term for this also means 'to cover' 
or 'covering'. Gen 32:21; Lev 1:4; 4:26 Ark of the Covenant

Baal 

The storm-god worshipped by the Canaanites. The word 
'baal' originally meant 'master'. Jdg 2:13; 10:6; 1Sa 7:3,4; 
12:10; 31:10; 1Ki 11:5,33; 2Ki 23:13 


Babylonia, Babylon 

A powerful empire whose capital city Babylon was 
located in what is now southern Iraq. In 586 B.C. the 
Babylonians conquered the southern kingdom of Judah 
and took many of the people away as captives to live in 
Babylonia. 2Ki 25:1-12 Judah 


Ban (devoted to the LORD for destruction) 
Devoted to the LORD for destruction - to completely 
destroy what would normally be booty, and in so doing 


give these people, animal and things to the LORD. Jos 
6:17-21 
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Bashan 

The flat highlands and wooded hills of southern Syria, on 
the east side of the Sea of Galilee and the Jordan River. 
Bashan was just north of the region of Gilead and was 


known for its fat cattle and fine grain. Jos 12:5; 13:11; Deu 
3:10 


Beer 

Intoxicating drink which would have been made 
primarily from barley. It is often mentioned alongside 
wine. 1SA 1:14-15 


Bless 

To pronounce good things on someone else. The Hebrew 
word ‘beraka’ can have several meanings. When God 
blesses a person, he provides good things for that 
person, such as prosperity, peace, and many 
descendants. God blesses people who obey him. When 
patriarchs such as Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob blessed 
their children, their blessings were like prophecies for a 
happy future. When people blessed God, they were 
praising God for what He had done. It is opposite of the 
word “curse”. Gen 1:22,28;12:3; Deu 28:1-12 Curse 


Blood 

Blood is highly significant in the Bible. Blood was 
regarded as the container of life which belonged only to 
God, so if someone was killed, the ground was polluted. 
When an animal was slaughtered, its blood had to be 
poured on the ground, no one was allowed to drink it or 
to use it for cooking. Blood could also, in the case of 


sacrifices, be used to purify people or altars. Gen 4:10f; 
9:4ff; 37:26; Lev 1:5; 17:11; Hos 4:2 


Book of the Law 

The 'book of the law' either refers to a particular section 
within the book of Deuteronomy, containing many 
regulations and laws, or (in later books) to the first five 
books of the Bible. Law Teaching Deu 31:26; Jos 1:8; 2Ki 
22:8, 11; 2Ch 34:15; Neh 8:3 


Booth 

A small temporary shelter built as animal shelters, or by 
Israelites to celebrate the Feast of Booths. These 
reminded the Israelites of the days when they were 
wandering in the desert, depending completely on the 
Lord’s mercy. Lev 23:42; Neh 8:15 


Breastpiece 
A special item of clothing worn by the High Priest. In the 
breastpiece were kept the Urim and Thummin, two 
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sacred objects. The Urim and Thummim were used in 
determining God's will. lt held twelve precious stones 
one for each of the tribes of Israel whom the high-priest 
represented before God. Exo 28:4-30 


Bronze 'Sea' 

This was a large basin made from bronze. It stood in the 
courtyard of the temple and was filled with water so 
that the priests could use it to wash their hands and 
feet. 1Ki 7:23-26; 2Ch 4:2-6,10

Camp of Israel 

This was a tent city, with all twelve tribes camping 
together in one place during the time they were 
wandering in the desert. Num 1:53; Jos 6:18f 


Canaan 

The name of one of the grandsons of Noah, and also the 
area between the Mediterranean Sea and the river 
Jordan, originally inhabited by his descendants, the 
Canaanites, but later conquered by the Israelites. Gen 
9:18; 12:5; Exo 6:4; Jos 5:12 


Canaanites 

The inhabitants of Canaan (Palestine) of mixed origin, 
mostly close to Phoenicians. Later they were killed, 
expelled or subdued by Israelites who occupied the 
country of Canaan. Sometimes this word is used 
collectively when applied to all the tribes who lived 


there, sometimes it designates just one of them. Gen 
10:18-19; 12:6; 15:19; Jos 3:10 


Capital 
The main city of a kingdom, inside which there is the 
king and the government. Ezr 6:2; Neh 1:1; Est 1:2 


Chaldeans 

A tribe that lived in Babylon and seized power at a 
certain moment. Often used as an alternative name for 
all the Babylonians. Jer 50:10; 51:24; 24:5; 25:12 


Chariot 
A wagon with two wheels pulled by horses and used in 


battle (or simply for transportation). Gen 41:43; 46:29; 1Sa 
8:11; 2Sa 15:1 


Chemosh 
The god of the Moabites. 1 Kgs 11:7, 33; Jer 48:13, 46 


Cherubim 

Winged throne bearers who attend God. Two gold 
images of cherubim were attached to the lid of the ark 
of the covenant. Gen 3:24; Exo 25:18-22 Ark of the 
Covenant 


Chief 
The leader of a clan or tribe. Num 7:18; Jos 22:14 
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Circumcision 

Circumcision was the sign of the covenant between God 
and Abraham's descendants. It was a sign that the man 
and his family now belonged to God's people and would 
submit himself to God's teaching. In accordance with the 
law it was performed on the eighth day of a boy's life - 
much earlier than was the practice with other people 
groups. It involved the removal of the foreskin of the 
boy's penis. Gen 17:9-27; Lev 12:3 


Cistern 

A hole or pit used for storing rainwater. Cisterns were 
made by digging a large hole in the ground and lining it 
with stones and plaster, or by cutting a large hole in a 
rock surface with a small hole with a lid to cover the 
entrance. Lev 11:36; Deu 6:11; 1Ch 11:17 


Citadel 
A fortress within the walls of the city. The strongest part 
of the city. 1KI.16:18; 2K1.15:25; Jer 30:18 


City Gate 

Cities and towns were usually surrounded by walls for 
protection. An open space in front of the gates was the 
most convenient place to meet as many people as 
possible, so it was the usual place for judgment, public 


meetings and even striking business deals. Gen 23:10, 18; 
Rut 4:1-11; 2Sa 19:8; Jer 39:3 


Clean, Unclean 

In the Old Testament these words are mainly connected 
with ritual purity. A person was 'clean' until he, for 
instance, ate 'unclean' food, came in touch with leprosy 
or a dead body. In order to be cleansed (purified), the 
person had to go through a process of sacrifices, use 
hyssop, and wash himself and his clothes. Lev 7:19; 10:10; 
Lev 13:13; Num 19:17-19; Deu 14:3-21 Hyssop 


Concubine 

A woman taken by a man who would sleep with her. She 
had certain rights, and was above a slave, but was not 
equal to the man’s wife. 2Sa 3:7; 5:13; 1Ki 11:3 


Covenant 

A solemn mutual agreement between men or between 
God and man. In the latter case, God makes promises, 
and the man usually agrees to keep to certain 'laws', 
though in some cases the covenant was one-sided (God 
to man). In some cases a sacrifice was made to 
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solemnize a covenant. Gen 9:9-17; 15:18; Exo 6:3-6; 19:5-6; 2Sa 
5:3; Psa 89:4-5 cf. 2Sa 7 


Covering 

A simple roof made from skins to cover a temporary 
construction such as the tabernacle. Exo 26:14 
Tabernacle 


Cubit 
The distance from the elbow until the end of the middle 
finger, slightly less than half a meter. Gen 6:15-16 


Curse 

To pronounce bad things on someone else. If 
somebody were cursed, inthe Bible it signified the 
removal of blessing or the deterioration of one's 
circumstances. The snake was cursed, and had to crawl 
on his belly and eat the dust of the earth. When a person 
curses another person, he pronounces bad things on 
that other person. Whena person cursed God, it 
means that they say bad things about Him. Gen 
3:14,17;12:3 Bless 


Cush, Cushite 

The land lying at the upper reaches of the Nile river, 
South of the country Egypt (parts of modern Sudan and 
Ethiopia). Isa 11:11; 18:1; 20:24; Jer 46:9; Zep 3:10

Dagon 
The god of the Philistines. 1Sa 5:2 


Daughter of Zion 
A poetic phrase applied to the city of Jerusalem (Mount 


Zion was its centre), or the people of the city. Zion Psa 
9:15 


David 

The shepherd who was chosen by God to become the 
king of the people Israel. Because he had been so 
faithful to God, he was promised that only his 
descendants would be lawful kings of Israel. He waged 
many successful wars and wrote many Psalms which 
later became a part of the book of the Psalms. He was 
succeeded by his son Solomon. 1Sa 16:13-23; 17:12-58; 2Sa 7; 
Psa 89:3 (4)ff 


Detesting/detestable 

An attitude that finds something despicable and totally 
unacceptable, whether for moral or cultural reasons. 
Some acts that God finds detestable are homosexuality, 
idolatry in his sanctuary, lying, murder, wicked plans, 
and inciting quarrels among family members. God 


punishes people who commit detestable acts. Gen 43:32; 
46:34; Exo 8:22; Lev 18:22-30, Pro 6:16-19;, Ezk 5:11 


Drink offering Sacrifices and Offerings

Encampment 

A place where an army or group of people on the move 
stop someplace and set up temporary shelters to stay 
there for a while. It is also used to refer to the place 
where an army is positioned. Gen 32:2-8; Exo 14:19; Num 1:52; 
1Sa 4:3 


Ephah 
A measurement of (dry) capacity about 40 litres. Exo 
16:36 


Ephod 

This word is used for a sleeveless garment worm by 
priests and closely associated with religious ceremonies. 
Sometimes it was put on to find out God's will. The 
Ephod mentioned in the book of Judges is associated 
with the teraphim (household gods) and other idolatrous 
images. Teraphim 1SA 2:18,28; 14:3,18,18; 21:9; 22:18; 23:6,9; 
30:7; Jdg 17:5 


Eternal 

Usually describes the period of time lasting from now 
until the end of time. If describing God, it means 
‘without beginning or end’. Gen 3:22; 1KI 1:31

Faithful love 

A quality that results in an act of loyalty which is done by 
one person to another. It is also a characteristic of God - 
He acts towards his followers with faithful (or enduring) 
love that never lets go. Gen 19:19; 20:13; 24:12-49; Exo 20:6; 
34:6; Psa 136; Jon 4:2 


Fast 

To abstain from eating food for religious reasons, either 
personal or communal. It usually implied that a person 
wouldn't eat and sometimes drink anything for a short 
period of time, typically one day. The purpose of fasting 
was either to present oneself humble in front of God, or 
to mourn some tragic event, or to cry out to God in a 
time of distress. Prophets reminded people that true 


fasting implied restoring justice to others as well. Jdg 
20:26; Isa 58:3-5; Jol 1:14; Jon 3:5; Est 4:16 


Feast of Booths Festivals

Feast of Weeks Festivals 


Festivals 

The Holy Book mentions several important festivals 
celebrated by the people of Israel. The following list 
gives information about each one of these festivals: 


Passover (Pesakh) Festival 

Celebrated on the evening of the fourteenth day of the 
first month of the Hebrew calendar, called Abib (also 
called/known as the month of Nisan. It took place soon 
after the spring equinox. On this evening the people of 
Israel remembered how God delivered them from 
captivity in Egypt and how their firstborns were 
redeemed by the blood of a sacrificial lamb on the 
evening before they left Egypt. People sacrificed a lamb 
or goat and ate the Passover meal together, which 
included bitter herbs and unleavened bread. The Jewish 
name for the Passover Festival is "Pesah" from which the 
«LocalLang» word is ultimately derived (if it is; otherwise 
you can mention Russian «Macxa»). «LocalLang» i.e. the 
language you are translating into, the receptor language. 
Exo 12:1-13, 21-51, Lev 23:5, Num 9:1-14, Deu 6:1-7 


Festival of Unleavened Bread 
Celebrated on 15-21 Abib (also called/known as the 
month of Nisan), the first month on the Hebrew 
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calendar. This festival began right after the Passover, so 
in some Old Testament passages the two festivals are 
referred to as one festival. During this week the people 
of Israel remembered/memorialized how God brought 
them out of Egypt in haste. The people removed all the 
yeast from their homes and did not eat any bread with 
yeast in it. They held a sacred assembly on the first and 
seventh days of the festival and offered prescribed 
sacrifices. Exo 12:14-20, 13:3-10, 23:15, 34:18, Lev 23:6-8, Num 
28:17-25, Deu 16:3-4, 8. 


Firstfruits /Harvest Festival (Feast of Weeks, 
Pentecost) 

Celebrated on the sixth day of Sivan, the third month on 
the Hebrew calendar. This was after the first wheat 
harvest, on the first day of the eighth week after the 
Passover Festival (that is, on the fiftieth day). On this day 
the people of Israel celebrated God's blessing of the 
harvest. The people brought different kinds of offerings, 
including the firstfruits of the wheat harvest. The festival 
is also referred to as the "Festival of Weeks". Exo 23:16, 
34:22, Lev 23:15-21, Num 28:26-31, Deu 16:9-12. 


Festival of Trumpets 

Celebrated on the first day of the month of Tishri (also 
called/known as the month of Ethanim), the seventh 
month on the Hebrew calendar. It took place in early 
autumn. On this day the people of Israel rested from 
their work. They held a sacred assembly at which they 
sounded trumpets and offered prescribed sacrifices. Lev 
23:23-25, Num 29:1-6. 


Day of Atonement 

Celebrated on the tenth day of the month of Tishri (also 
called/known as the month of Ethanim), the seventh 
month on the Hebrew calendar, soon after the Festival 
of Trumpets. On this day the people of Israel rested from 
their work and fasted. The priests offered prescribed 
sacrifices to cleanse themselves and the people from 
their sins and to purify the Tabernacle and the altar. The 
Jewish name for the Day of Atonement is "Yom Kippur". 
Lev 16, 23:26-32, Num 29:7-11 Priest 


Feast of Booths (Festival of Shelters, Festival of 
Tabernacles, Festival of Ingathering) 

Celebrated on 15-21 Tishri (also called/known as the 
month of Ethanim), the seventh month on the Hebrew 
calendar, soon after the Day of Atonement. This was 
during the final harvesting of crops and fruits before the 
autumn rains began. During this week the people of 
Israel remembered/memorialized how they wandered in 
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the wilderness during the journey from Egypt to Canaan 
when they lived in temporary shelters. They also 
celebrated God's blessing of the harvest in the land of 
Canaan. The people offered prescribed sacrifices and 
lived in temporary shelters like those erected in the 
fields during the harvest time of the year. The Jewish 
name for the Festival of Shelters is "Sukkot". The festival 
is also referred to as the "Festival of Ingathering", 
because it was during the time of the final harvest. Exo 


23:16, 34:22, Lev 23:33-36, 39-43, Num 29:12-34, Deu 16:13-15, Zec 
14:16-19. 


Purim 

This festival was added late in the life of the Jewish 
people - during the Persian empire. It was celebrated on 
14-15 Adar, the twelfth month on the Hebrew calendar, 
early in the spring. During these two days the people of 
Israel remembered how God delivered them from being 
wiped out during the time of Esther. The people 
rejoiced, feasted and exchanged presents. Est 9:20-32. 


New Moon Celebration 

The Jews had celebration to mark the appearance of the 
new moon. They marked the day by blowing trumpets 
and offering burnt offerings/sacrifices. Num 29:6; Ezr 3:5; 
Psa 81:3 


Firstborn Ransom 


Fir, fir tree 
A tree with leafs like needles. It was noted for its 
greenness. Hos 14:9 


Flax 

A kind of plant common in the Middle East. The stalks of 
flax plants were harvested, soaked in water, and dried, 
then their fibres were separated and spun into thread, 
which was woven into linen cloth. Finely woven linen 
cloth was considered a more valuable material then 


common wool because it was comfortable to wear in hot 


climates and harder to produce. Some parts of priestly 
clothing were supposed to be made of linen. Jos 2:6; Pro 
31:13 


Floor 
Top or bottom rooms of a house built on top of one 
another. 1KI 6:8 


Fool 
A 'fool' in Wisdom literature (some Psalms, Proverbs, 
Ecclesiastes, Job, Song of Songs) is not just a person who 
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is not clever but rather someone who rejects wisdom, 
and who is therefore walking towards death and 
destruction. Simple Psa 53:1; Pro 17:7-21 


Fortress of David 

The old part of Jerusalem, on Mount Zion, which David 
had conquered from the Jebusites, the original 
inhabitants. Citadel 2Sa 5:6-9 


Frankincense

Jdg 7:3 


Girgashites 

One of the peoples who lived in the land of Canaan 
before the people of Israel occupied it. It is not known 
precisely where they lived in Canaan. Gen 15:21; Deu 7:1; 
Jos 3:10; 24:11; Neh 9:8 Canaan 


Gittith 
Probably a musical instrument of some kind. Psa 8:1: 81:1; 
84:1 


Glory 

The glory of God is sometimes described in the Bible as 
physical light or cloud which filled the worship place 
after it was consecrated, so that people could not even 
bear its presence. It stresses that God in his glory is 
beyond all human experience and that a man cannot 
approach God without his special permission. Gen 45:13; 
Exo 16:7, 10; 1Sa 4:21; Isa 6:3; Hos 4:7; Hab 2:14 


God 
These are the main names of God found in the Old 
Testament: 


God (El, Elohim) 

The God who created the 'heavens and the earth’ i.e. the 
whole universe. He was also called by a number of other 
names like Elyon, Shaddai etc., however they all refer to 

the same very God. Gen 1:1 


LORD (YHWH) 

The proper name of God. It’s exact pronunciation and 
etymology remains unknown but many think it sounded 
like “Yahweh” and meant “he who is”. It is the name that 
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God revealed to Moses when He appeared in the miracle 
of the burning bush. The word LORD is used as a 
translation of the term used by Jews (Adonai) after the 
Babylonian exile in order to avoid pronouncing God's 
proper name. Gen 2:4f; Exo 3:2,13-14; 6:3 


Lord (Adon/Adonai) 

A term simply meaning '(my) lord, master’, and used to 
address important people such as kings, and God 
himself. Gen 15:2; 18:12; Psa 2:4; 110:1 


LORD God (Yahweh Elohim) 
The Hebrew for this is 'Yahweh God'. Gen 2:4f 


Lord GOD (Adonai Yahweh) 
The Hebrew for this is 'Lord Yahweh’. Gen 15:2f 


LORD of hosts (Yahweh Tsebaot) 

Literally 'Yahweh of the heavenly stars and armies' i.e. 
Yahweh who is above the angels, above the stars, and 
who rules everything. 1Sa 1:11; Psa 24:10 


God of hosts (El Tsebaot) LORD of hosts 


God Almighty, Almighty (El Shaddai) 
All-powerful God. Gen 17:1; Exo 6:3 


God Most High, Most High God, Most High (El 
Elyon) 

The God who is over all things, higher than anything 
else. Gen 14:18; Psa 7:18 


God of heaven, God of heaven and earth, Lord of 
heaven (Elohay hashamayim) 

The God who made and who rules heaven and earth. Gen 
24:3,7 


The living God (El hay, Elohim hayyam) 
The God is active in the world. Deu 5:26; Jos 3:10 


Holy One (Qadosh) 
The holy and transcendent God, who is above all of his 
creation. Psa 71:22; Isa 1:4; 5:19, 24 


Rock, Support (Sela) 

A part of a mountain which is like a large stone and can 
be used as a refuge. In Psalms it is used figuratively as a 
name of God - he is the one we can run to for safety. Psa 
18:3 (17:3) Deu 32:4,15,18,30,31 


God of gods (Elohey haelohim) 

The phrase 'God of gods' means that God is in control of 
all earthly and heavenly powers, stressing that he is 
greater beyond comparison than all the “gods” that 
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pagans worshiped. Psalm 96:4-5 shows that  'gods' and 
'idols' are seen as equivalent, and that the idols are 
considered to be worthless. Deu 10:17; Psa 136:2; Dan 2:47; 
11:36

Hebrew 2

written in Hebrew. Aramaic Babylon Neh 8:8 


Helmet 
A hat made of metal and worn by warriors for 
protection. 1Sa 17:5 


Higgaion 


Higgaion - some kind of musical term Psa 9:17 


High places 

These were shrines or places of worship where the 
Canaanite religion was practiced: Asherah poles were set 
up, sacrifices were given to them, and prostitution was 
practiced in an attempt to recreate the fertility of the 
land each year. They were usually on top of hills but also 
could be under large trees, in valleys, and other places. 
These practices were frequently condemned by the 
LORD through the prophets. Lev. 26:30; 1Ki 3:2-4; 2Ki 23:1-28; 
Jer 7:31 


High Priest Priest 

Hin 

A measure used for oil. One hin was in the quantity of 
four litres. Exo 29:40 
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Hired Servant 
A kind of servant who was taken on to labour for a fixed 
term such as a day or a week. Exo 12:45; Deu 24:14 


Hittites 

The descendants of Heth. The Hittites' capital city was 
located in what is now Turkey. Before 1200 B.C. they had 
a large empire that reached down into some parts of the 
land of Canaan. They are often referred to in the Old 
Testament as one of the peoples who lived in Canaan 
before the people of Israel occupied it. Canaan Gen 10:15 


Hivites 

One of the peoples who lived in the land of Canaan 
before the people of Israel occupied it. They lived in the 
central part of the land. Canaan Gen 10:17; Exo 3:17; Jdg 3:3 


Holy 

In the Bible 'holy' means set apart for God's purposes 
rather than ordinary purposes. It can refer to people or 
things such as the tabernacle. Ordinary people or things 
can be made holy. Then these people and things are 
used for God's service, as long as they remain holy, and 
do not come into contact with any impurities. If they 
become polluted they need to be purified before they 
are able to be used in worship of God again. Lev 6:18-20 
(25-27); Isa 6:3 


Holy bread 

Twelve loaves of unleavened bread which were placed 
on a special table in the Holy Place in the Tabernacle and 
later the Temple. In Hebrew it was literally called "the 
bread of the presence" since it was placed in a place 
where the LORD was specially present. The bread 
remained on the table for one week, and then was 
replaced by twelve fresh loaves. Only the priests were 
allowed to eat this bread after it had been removed 
from the table. Lev 24:5-9 


Holy mountain 

The mountain in Jerusalem (actually a hillock) on which 
the temple was built and where worship was offered 
(usually identified with Zion). Zion Jerusalem Psa 99:9: 
Isa 56:6-7; Jol 3:17

Holy Spirit 
The spirit of God. Spirit Psa 51:11; Isa. 63:10f 
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Holy tent Tabernacle 


Horeb 


Another name for Mount Sinai. Exo 3:1 Sinai 


Horites 

One of the peoples who lived in the land of Canaan 
before the people of Israel occupied it. Gen 14:6; 36:20-30; 
Deu 2:21-22 Canaan 


Horn 

Figuratively used to mean ‘strength, glory' in poetry. If 
someone's horn was raised up by the LORD, this means 
that the LORD had made them strong. It is often in the 
context of conflict with enemies. Psa 18:3; 75:5-6,11; 89:24 


House of the LORD 

The place of worship for the LORD. This is another word 
for temple. The LORD was believed to be present there 
in a special way. For this reason the temple can also be 
referred to as 'the house of the LORD'. Temple 2Sa 7:12f 


Hyssop 

A pleasant-smelling herb. It was dipped in water or 
blood, which was then sprinkled on whatever needed 
purifying. Exo 12:22; Lev 14:4,6; Psa 51:7 Clean Unclean 
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Idol 
An image to worship, which people treat as a god, made 
from stone, wood or something else. Exo 20:4; Isa 40:19-20 


Incense 

A gum collected from trees and burnt in the temple to 
give off a pleasing odour. Frankincense Lev 4:7; 16:12; Num 
4:16 


Inheritance 

This refers to the giving out of the land to various tribes 
and clans to be their possession. The land was given to 
Israel as their 'inheritance', i.e. as a permanent property 
of a tribe or a family which will be inherited by future 
generations. Meanwhile, the people of Israel are 
described as God's own ‘inheritance’. This is because of 
the covenant between God and the people Israel - He 
was to be their God, and they were to be His people. Deu 
4:20-21; Psa 33:12; 78:55; 94:14 


Iniquity 

This term is used for misdeeds or sins, or the guilt 
caused by those sins, or the punishment meted out for 
them. Sin in the Bible is disobedience of God's law(s), 
and demands punishment (unless it is atoned for). Gen 
4:13; 15:16; Exo 28:38; 2Sa 22:14; Psa 18:24 


Inner curtain, Veil 

The beautifully decorated curtain that separated the 
Most Holy Place from the Holy Place in the Tabernacle 
and later in the Temple in Jerusalem. Only the 
high-priest was permitted to enter beyond the veil and 
even then only one day a year - the Day of Atonement. 
Festivals Exo 26:31-33; 2Ch 3:14 


Isaac 

One of Abraham's sons, the one to inherit his special 
blessings from God, and father of Jacob and Esau. 
Abraham Jacob Gen 17:19-21; 21:3-12; 22:1-9; 27:1-46; 35:29 


Israel 
God changed Jacob's name to Israel when Jacob 
wrestled with Him at Peniel. In the Old Testament 
Jacob's descendants, made up of twelve tribes, are 
called the people of Israel. Following the death of King 
Solomon, when the ten northern tribes broke away from 
the southern tribes of Judah and Benjamin, they 
developed into what is commonly referred to now as the 
northern kingdom. The northern kingdom had its own 
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kings and eventually had its capital in Samaria. In some 
contexts in the Old Testament the word "Israel" refers 
only to the ten northern tribes, or to this northern 
kingdom. Often in the prophetic and poetic writings of 
the Old Testament, the name "Jacob" is used to refer to 
the people of Israel. In a few cases it is used in a more 
restricted sense to refer either to the northern kingdom 
of Israel with its capital in Samaria or to the southern 
kingdom of Judah with its capital in Jerusalem. Jacob

Jacob 

The son of Isaac and the grandson of Abraham who 
inherited their special blessings given by God. God 
changed Jacob's name to Israel when Jacob wrestled 
with Him at Peniel.

Jebusites 

One of the peoples who lived in the land of Canaan 
before the people of Israel occupied it. They lived in and 
around Jerusalem until it was occupied by King David.

Jerusalem 

The capital of Israel during the reigns of David and 
Solomon. After Solomon's death it became the capital of 
the southern kingdom, called Judah. Judah 


Jew, Jewish 

A person of Hebrew origin. The word "Jew" comes from 
the word "Judah". In 586 B.C. the southern kingdom of 
Judah was conquered by the Babylonians and the people 
were taken away to Babylon. During this period of exile 
and afterwards the word "Jew" became widely used to 
refer to these people and to anyone from one of the 
tribes of Israel. Judah Babylonia Neh 1:2; Est 3:4; 9:1-6 


Jordan river 

The river running between the Sea of Galilee and the 
Dead Sea. It functioned as a natural boundary of the 
Promised Land (Palestine, the land of Israel) on the East. 
The Israelites crossed this before entering Canaan. Jos 2:1 


Joseph 

The most favoured son of Israel, and father of Ephraim 
and Manasseh. He was sold to slavery by his brothers 
but God saved him and made him the right-hand man of 
the Egyptian king. There, he played the key role in saving 
his brothers and all the family as well as many Egyptians 
from starvation during a long drought. Pharaoh Gen 
30:24-25; 37:1-50:26 


Jubilee year 

Every 50th year the people of Israel were told to set 
aside their land for a year, to give it rest, and also to 
return to their inheritance. Those who were in debt had 
their debts cancelled. According to the law, all property 
reverted to its original owner, and those who had sold 
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themselves as slaves to their brother Israelites for 
reason of poverty, regained their freedom. Lev 25:1-34 


Judah 

One of Jacob's twelve sons and the ancestral head of the 
tribe of Judah. The tribe of Judah became the most 
prominent tribe in the southern part of Israel. Following 
the death of King Solomon, when the Northern tribes 
broke away from the Southern tribes of Judah and 
Benjamin, the tribes of Judah and Benjamin developed 
into what is commonly referred to now as the Southern 
kingdom or Judah/Judea. The Southern kingdom had its 
own kings, the descendants of David, and continued to 
have its capital in Jerusalem. Israel 1Ki 11:26-12:24 


Judge 

One who decides and judges, whether a human leader 
or God. In the time of 'Judges' the term is also used to 
refer to charismatic leader figures chosen by God 
directly. These rulers led the people of Israel before it 
had kings in their struggle against the enemies. They also 
communicated God's will to the people and resolved 
disputes. Gen 18:25; Jdg 2:16, 18; Rut 1:1; 1Sa 8:1f, 2 Sa 7:11 


Justice 

Those who were down-trodden or neglected, especially 
orphans and widows, could go to a judge and expect to 
receive justice. The judgment he was expected to 
render, according to the Old Testament, should be right 
or just. God is also described as being 'just' - He does 
what is right, and always makes good, fair decisions.

Kenites 
One of the peoples who lived in the land of Canaan 


before the people of Israel occupied it. Canaan Gen. 
15:19; Judg. 4:11; 1 Sam. 15:6; 27:10; 1 Chr. 2:55 


Kittim 
The island that is today called the island of Cyprus. Num 
24:24; Isa 23:1, 12; Ezk 27:6 
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Law 

Teaching about how God wanted his people to live and 
worship Him. In the Old Testament, this teaching is 
found mainly in the Pentateuch (first five books of the 
Old Testament). It is also one of the terms found in lists 
of commandments and instructions - see below: Book of 
the law Teaching Gen 26:5; Exo 24:12; Psa 1:2; 19:8 


Commandment 

Usually a command given by God to human beings. It is 
more general than a law, in that it also includes one-time 
instructions and orders. Gen 26:5; Exo 15:26; 20:6; 24:12 


Decree 
A specific type of law. Exod. 16:34; 25:16, 21f; 26:33f; 27:21 


Statute 
A type of law. Exo 5:14; 12:24 


Lebanon 

A mountain range in northern Palestine which was 
famous for its cedar forests (nowadays country of 
Lebanon). King Solomon built his palace and the Temple 
in Jerusalem with cedars and other trees from Lebanon 
1Ki 5:6-10; 6:15-20; 7:2-3 


Left-handed person 
Someone who does with his left hand the work which is 
done by many people with the right hand. JDG 3:15 


Leprosy 

In the translation this word translates a Hebrew word 
that was used to refer to many different kinds of skin 
diseases. A person who had one of these skin diseases 
had to be kept separate from other people so he would 
not give others the disease and so that he would not 
touch another person and make that person ritually 
unclean. Lev 13:45-46 


Leviathan 

A mythical sea creature similar in form to a serpent, but 
much larger. In Job 41 it may be referring to a creature 
rather like a dragon. Job 3:8; 40:25; Psa 74:14; 104:26; Isa 27:1,1 


Levites 

The descendants of Jacob's son Levi. In the time of 
Moses God chose the descendants of Aaron the Levite to 
be His priests, and all the other Levites to work in the 
tabernacle to help the priests. The tribe of Levi was 
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divided into three clans - the descendants of Gershon, 
Kohath, and Merari. They were the only tribe who did 
not have their own territory because the service at the 
Tabernacle and later Temple was their occupation. 
Instead they were given towns within the territories of 
the other tribes. Priest Exo 6:25; 38:21; Lev 25:32f; Num 3:6

Media, Medes 

A powerful kingdom located in what is now northwest 
Iran. The Medes together with Persians constituted the 
ruling class in the Persian Empire, so its laws were 


referred to as the "laws of the Medes and Persians" Est 
1:19; Dan 6:8, 12, 15 


Medo-Persian Empire Persia 


Midian, Midianites 

One of the sons of Abraham born to his second wife 
Keturah. Midian's descendants were known as the 
Midianites. They were a nomadic people who lived 
mainly in the desert along the eastern shore of what is 
now the Gulf of Agaba. Sometimes this general area is 
referred to by the word "Midian", and the people living 
there by the word "Midianites". Because they were 
related to the descendants of Ishmael, another nomadic 
people who descended from one of Abraham's sons, the 
words "Midianite" and "Ishmaelite" are sometimes used 
interchangeably. Gen 25:2,4; 36:35; Exo 2:15-16 


Milcom Molech 


Millo 
A landfill, earthwork, or earth embankment. These were 
sometimes used as a rampart. 2Sa 5:9 


Mina 
One mina is a weighing measure of 500g. 1Ki 10:17; Ezr 
2:69; Neh 7:70,71; Ezk 45:12 


Mizmor 

A type of Psalm, often written by or for David. It is the 
most common type of Psalm, but there are others, such 
as the: Maskil Psa 3:1 


Moab, Moabites 

The descendants of Moab, the son born to Lot 
(Abraham's nephew) and his older daughter. They lived 
in the land called Moab, a high and fertile country 
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located to the east of the Dead Sea. The Moabites 
worshipped Chemosh as their main god and spoke a 
language related to Hebrew. They were enemies of 
Israel and are often denounced by Israel's prophets. The 
Babylonians destroyed them and they ceased to exist 
any longer as a people. Isa 15-16, Jer 49, Zep 2:8-11 
Ammonites 


Molech 

The main god of the Ammonites. People worshipped 
Molech also by sacrificing their own children to him. 
Although God's law strongly condemned this practice, at 
one time in their history even the people of Israel 
offered child sacrifices to Molech in the Hinnom Valley 
near Jerusalem. Lev 18:21, 20:2-5; 1Ki 11:7; Jer 32:35 


Month of Abib 

The name of the first month of the Hebrew calendar. It 
ran from mid-March to mid-April. This month was also 
called Nisan. Exo 13:4; 23:15; 34:18,18; Deu 16:1,1

Mortar 


A device inside which spices and other food are ground. 
Num 11:8 


Moses 

The man of God who led the Israelites out of slavery in 
Egypt to freedom. He was the person who received 
God’s laws to pass on to the Israelites. He died before 
entering Canaan, the promised land, but was able to see 
it from a distance. Exo 2:10-21 Canaan 


Most Holy Place 

The innermost room of the Tabernacle and later the 
Temple where the Ark of the Covenant was kept (see the 
pictures under the entries for "Tabernacle" and 
"Temple"). In the Temple that Solomon built there were 
also statues of Cherubim in the Most Holy Place. The 
Most Holy Place was separated from the Holy Place by a 
large curtain. According to the law, only the High Priest 
was allowed to enter the Most Holy Place, and even he 
was only allowed to enter once a year on the Day of 
Atonement. Sanctuary Festivals Day of Atonement 
Exo 26:33 


Mount Hermon 

The highest mountain in the land of Israel, located in the 
North. Deu 3:8f; 4:48; Jos 11:3, 17; 12:1, 5; 13:5, 11; Psa 42:7; 89:13; 
133:3

Mount Zion Zion 
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Nazirite 

A person who sets himself apart for God's service by 
promising not to drink wine or cut his hair or beard. This 
could be as the result of a vow by his mother (at birth), 
as in the case of Samson, or by himself. Jdg 13:5,7; Amo 
2:11; 16:17 


Negeb 
A desert in the southern part of Israel. "Towards the 
Negeb' means 'towards the South'. Gen 12:9; 13:1,3; 20:1 


Nephilim 

Particularly tall and strong people who were on earth at 
the same time as the descendants of the 'sons of God' 
and 'daughters of men' mentioned in Genesis 6. Later, 
when the Israelites were spying out the land of Canaan 
they saw 'Nephilim (the sons of Anak, who come from 
the Nephilim)'. Anakites sons of God Gen 6:4, Num 13:33

Normally olive oil in the Old Testament. It is was made 
by pressing olives.

Olive oil had several uses in ancient Israel. It was used as 
a fuel in lamps to provide light. It was used to help heal 
wounds and infections in the skin. The finest quality oil 
was used by wealthy people to preserve and protect 
their skin. Sometimes such oil was mixed with perfumes 
and placed on the skin and hair for its pleasant 
fragrance. Fine oil was also poured on someone's head 
when they were being formally chosen as a king, a 
priest, or a prophet, and on sacred objects in order to 
purify them ritually. So, oil was a symbol of wholeness, 
well-being, the power of God's spirit and purification.

Omer 

One tenth of an Ephah, which makes it approximately 1 
kilogram or 4 litres (of grain). Ephah 
Ex016:16,18,22,32,33,36

Pharaoh 
The King of Egypt Exo 1:22 ;1Ki 4:6 


Philistines 

A group of people who took possession of Philistia, the 
strip of land along the south-western coast of Palestine, 
near the end of the thirteenth century B.C. The precise 
origin of this people is not known, but it is believed that 
they migrated to Philistia from what is now Greece, 
some by sea and some by land. They were distinct from 
the people who inhabited Canaan and are sometimes 
referred to as "uncircumcised", since they did not 
practice this custom which was common to the peoples 
who were native to the region. The Philistines 
established five city states: Gaza, Ashkelon, Ashdod, 
Gath, and Ekron. In the twelfth century B.C. they started 
to expand eastward, bringing them into conflict with the 
people of Israel, who were expanding to the west from 
the other side of Canaan. Thus, the Philistines were one 
of Israel's main enemies until King David finally defeated 
them. 2Sa 8:1; 1Ch 18:1 


Phoenicia 
A kingdom on the coast in the region of the cities Tyre 
and Sidon, nowadays the coast of Lebanon.

Pillar 

A tall (oblong) stone that was stood up on one end. It 
was used to mark someone's grave, or to serve as a 
visible reminder of some important event or person.

Refers to a large pit or hole that people descend to when 
they die, used as a metaphor about the world of the 
dead.

Prayer 
The act of communicating pleas and requests to God.

Priest 

A person specially qualified to perform spiritual rituals 
and services. Among the people of Israel, according to 
the law given through Moses, a priest was a descendant 
of Aaron, Moses' elder brother, who was chosen to 
serve in the Tabernacle and later in the Temple in 
Jerusalem. They were responsible to lead worship, offer 
sacrifices, and perform religious rites and ceremonies. 
Priests were assisted in their work by the Levites. Only 
priests were allowed to enter the Holy Place of the 
Tabernacle and later of the Temple. Levite Levites Gen 
41:45; Exo 19:6; 30:30 


High Priest 
The chief or head priest. Only he was allowed to enter 
the Most Holy Place, and then only once a year. 


Prophecy 

The act of receiving messages from God to be 
transmitted to designated people. These messages often 
came through visions and dreams. In the days of the 
early prophets the verb also describes an ecstatic state 
that the prophet would fall into. Prophet Vision 1Sa 10:5f; 
Jer 2:8 


Prophet 

A person called by God to deliver messages from God to 
his people. The earlier prophets ('Seers'), such as Elijah, 
were a class of followers of God who sometimes had 
ecstatic experiences and who performed miracles. 
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Samuel behaved much like a judge. The later prophets, 

such as Jeremiah, received visions and dreams from the 
LORD and communicated these to the people. Seer 1Sa 

3:20; 9:9; 10:5-11; Jer 1:5

Red sea Sea of Reeds 


Redeem 

To save property from being lost because of a crisis or 
financial difficulties. A close relative 
('kinsman-redeemer') was allowed to buy the property 
back in order to keep it in the family. In an extended 
sense, it is used about the LORD, who is able to deliver 
us from slavery or difficulty. Rut 3:13; 4:4,6; Psa 19:15 


Rephaim 

One of the peoples who lived in the land of Canaan 
before the people of Israel occupied it. Like the Anakites, 
they were known to be very large people Deu 2:11, 20 
Canaan Anakites 


Revelation Vision 


Righteous 

The quality of living a morally upright life in relation to 
others. In the Bible a righteous person was one who 
walked with God. It is also used to describe a quality of 
God; because God is righteous He delivers those who 
follow Him. Justice Gen 6:9; 15:6; Psa 33:5; 71:2; 89:14 


Rock, Support 

A part of a mountain which is like a large stone and can 
be used as a refuge. In Psalms it is used figuratively as a 
name of God: God Psa 61:3 (60:3)

Sabbath day 

The seventh day of the Hebrew week, set aside for rest. 
It was considered to be a holy day, on which no work 
was to be done. It started from Friday sunset and ended 
at Saturday sunset. Gen 2:2f; Exo 16:23; Lev 16:31 


Sacrifice for Peace Sacrifices and Offerings 


Sacrifices and Offerings 

These are the main sacrifices (involving the slaughter of 
animals) and offerings (grain, wine, and so on) are 
described in the Old Testament: 


Burnt Sacrifice (Whole Sacrifice) 

This was a unique sacrifice because after the animal was 
slaughtered all its parts were completely burnt on the 
altar. In other sacrifices some parts were burnt and 
others eaten. After the firewood had been set light to, 
the offering was “turned into smoke' by the fire. The 
aroma that went up to heaven from the sacrifice pleased 


the LORD. Gen 8:20; 22:2f; Lev 1:2-17 


Sacrifice for Peace 

This sacrifice was made to keep, mark, and celebrate a 
right relationship with God. After killing, part of the 
animal was burnt on the altar, part of it was eaten by the 
person making the offering, his family and the priest. Lev 
3:1-17, 1Ki 9:25 


Sin Offering, Sin Sacrifice (Purification Sacrifice) 
The function of this sacrifice was to take away impurity 


and provide purification for it. Lev 4:2-35 


Guilt Sacrifice 
A sacrifice made to take away guilt as a result of having 
sinned against God or against a human being. Lev 5:2-19 


Grain Offering 

The focus of this offering was giving: it was a gift to God 
(and the priests), often as in thanks for a person's 
harvest. This offering was of raw or roast grains or the 
grain was ground to flour and baked maybe mixed with 
oil and frankincense. The difference between offerings 
and sacrifices is that offerings did not involve the 
slaughter of an animal. Lev 2:1-16 


Drink Offering 

Offering of liquid. Wine, or sometimes oil, which was 
offered to God by being poured out on the altar. Gen 
35:14; Lev 23:13 
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Freewill Offering 
These were offerings of grain, oil, wine, or money that 
were brought to the temple. Exo 35:29; 36:3; Lev 7:16 


Salem 
Short for Jerusalem’. Gen 14:18; Psa 76:3 


Samaria 

The capital city of the northern kingdom of Israel 
beginning with the rule of King Omri who ruled from 
885-874 B.C. Sometimes the northern kingdom was 
referred to as "Samaria". Israel 1Ki 16:23-24; 1Ki 13:32, 2Ki 
17:24 


Sanctuary 

The main (outer) room of the Tabernacle and later the 
Temple (see the pictures under the entries for 
"Tabernacle" and "Temple"). This room contained the 
sacred bread, the golden altar of incense, and the golden 
lampstand. A large curtain separated the Holy Place 
from the Most Holy Place, which was the innermost 
room. According to the law, a priest would go into the 
Holy Place once each morning and evening to burn 
incense on the golden altar. Only priests were allowed in 
the Holy Place. Sometimes the word 'sanctuary' refers to 
the whole tabernacle or temple. In this sense it was also 
considered to be the place where heaven and earth met, 
and so was connected with the dwelling place of God. 
Most Holy Place Exo 26:33; Lev 4:6; 1Ki 8:30, 46-50; Dan 6:10 


Satan 

Often used to refer to an enemy of God and those 
faithful to him, but as a title it means 'the accuser' — the 
one who accuses believers (of supposed or actual 
wrong-doing). Job 1:6ff 


Sceptre 
The staff held by a king which signified his authority as 
king. Gen 49:10; Est 4:11; Psa 45:6; 60:7 


Scribe 
One who both copied and interpreted the scrolls 


containing the Torah (law) and other parts of the Bible. 
Scroll 


Scroll 

A scroll is a long strip of skin or writing material similar 
to paper called papyrus. Letters and books were written 
on it and then they were rolled up to be kept for later 
reference. Isa 34:4 
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Sea of Reeds

Seah 


A dry measure equivalent to about 7 litres. Exo 29:40 


Seal 

A special ring or cylindrical object worn on a cord around 
the neck which was used to make a distinctive official 
mark in a piece of wax, lead, or other soft material 
attached to a letter or other important document. The 
mark was a sign of the sender's authority, identifying 
him as the sender of the letter or document. Gen 41:41 


Seer 

A popular way to refer to a prophet. The Hebrew term 
literally means "one who sees", that is someone who 
sees in visions or revelations from God what others 
cannot see. Prophet 1Sa 9:9 


Selah 
Selah - a term used in Psalms, probably to denote a 
pause in the singing. Psa 3:1 


Seraphim 
Heavenly beings depicted as creatures with six wings. 
The Hebrew word means ‘burning ones. Isa 6:2,6 


Serve 

To work or serve someone, possibly as a slave. The 
priests 'served' in the temple. Worship Num 16:8-9; Deu 
6:13; Jos 23:7,16; 24:24 


Shekel 
A measurement of weight used for silver and gold, 
equivalent to approximately 11.5 grams. Silver and gold 


coins were weighed to establish their value. Gen 23:15-16; 
1Sa 9:8; Neh 5:15; Jer 32:10

Simple 

In the book of Proverbs the word 'simple' means 
someone who needs to obtain wisdom. This will help 
them lead more morally upright lives. It does not mean 
that these people were stupid, just lacking in insight.

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Sin 

Disobedience to God's law. A person who did this was 
required to make a sin sacrifice.

Skin 
A leather bag for holding water or wine. It was used 
especially when going on a journey.

Solomon 

Son of David, and King after David's death. He built the 
first temple in Jerusalem, and built up the power and 
fame of the nation of Israel, though at some cost in 
terms of taxes, soldiers and chariots, and wives and 
concubines. He was considered to be the wisest man on 
earth, despite his weakness for women. 2Sa 5:14; 12:24; 1Ki 
1:39; 4:29-34; 10:1; 11:1-6 


Song of ascents 

Literally in Hebrew "a song of ascending", that is, a song 
to be sung while "going up" to Jerusalem and the 
Temple mount. They were probably sung by pilgrims on 
their way to Jerusalem for religious Festivals and as part 
of the festival worship performed at the Temple. The 
word is part of the Hebrew title of some of the Psalms. 
Psa 83; 119-133 


Sons of God 

There are three main interpretations of 'sons of God' in 
Genesis. They were i) earthly rulers that ruled harshly, or 
ii) heavenly beings (perhaps fallen angels), or iii) the 
righteous descendants of Seth, whose genealogy 
appears in the previous chapter. Whoever they were, we 
know that they intermarried with women, and produced 
offspring of unusual size, called 'Nephilim'. The 
reference to 'sons of God' in Job is clearly about 
heavenly beings. Nephilim Gen 6:2-4; Job 1:6

Span 
The space between the thumb and the little finger

Spirit 

The Hebrew word for 'spirit' refers to both wind 
(sometimes from God) and to the spirit that lives inside 
human beings and God.

Staff 


The stick used by the person who herds sheep. 1Sa 17:40;

Storehouse

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Tabernacle 

A place for worship consisting of a large tent surrounded 
by a fenced courtyard. In the courtyard stood the altar, 
bronze 'sea' and the tabernacle ('holy tent'), also known 
as the tent of meeting ('place where you meet 
face-to-face with God'). Inside this tent were two rooms, 
the holy place and the most holy place. In the holy place 
stood the table with the bread of the offering and 
equipment for making offerings, the altar of incense and 
the lamp stand. This room was for the daily worship of 
God.

Table 

The table that stood in the Holy Place in the Tabernacle 
and later in the Temple in Jerusalem. It was where the 
holy bread was kept. Exo 25:23-30, 26:35 


Teaching 

The instruction found in the first five books of the Old 
Testament known as the Pentateuch, or, more generally, 
the instruction given by a parent to a child or a teacher 
to his student. Law Book of the Law Psa 119:1; Pro 1:8 


Temple 

A place of worship for a god. The god that was 
worshipped in a particular temple was believed to be 
present there in a special way. For this reason a temple 
can also be referred to as the house of a particular god. 
When written with a capital letter in this translation the 
word refers to the Temple in Jerusalem, which was the 
central place of worship of the LORD in Israel from the 
time of King Solomon. King Solomon built the first 
Temple in Jerusalem, which is described in 1Ki chapters 
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6-7 and in 2Ch chapters 2-4. The Babylonians destroyed 
this Temple and took all of its valuable items off to 
Babylon. While the people of Israel were in exile in 
Babylon, the prophet Ezekiel described the vision God 
gave him of a new Temple. The Temple was rebuilt in 
Jerusalem between 520-515 B.C. when some of the Jews 
returned from exile in Babylon. This was done with the 
encouragement of the prophets Haggai and Zechariah. 
This second Temple was robbed and desecrated by the 
Greeks in the second century BC but later recaptured by 
the Jews and totally rebuilt on a grand scale during the 
reign of Herod the Great (he ruled from 37 B.C. to A.D. 
4). This Temple was destroyed by the Romans in A.D. 70. 
and has never been rebuilt. House of the LORD 2Ki

Temple Prostitute 

Women (or, sometimes, men) who worked as 
prostitutes at high places and shrines where fertility 
cults were practiced. They did this as part of the 
idolatrous religion.

Tent of Meeting 

Another word for the Tabernacle. It was the place where 
Moses met with God. He came out with his face shining 
from having been in God's presence. Tabernacle Exo 27:21 


Teraphim 
Household gods that were worshipped and used for 


divination by pagans and occasionally by Israelites. Gen 
31:19; 2Ki 23:24; Ezk 21:26 


The valley of Jehoshaphat 

it seems to be the symbolic name for a valley near 
Jerusalem that is here depicted as the place of God's 
ultimate judgment on the nations gathered against 


Jerusalem. It is called valley of judgment in Jol 3:14. Jol 
3:2, 12, 14 


Tithe 

One tenth of the harvest to be given to the LORD. In 
practice this was taken to storehouses where it was used 
to feed the priests and Levites. If an animal was not 
given it had to be 'redeemed' or 'ransomed' - bought 
back by paying the Levites a sum equivalent to the value 
of the animal. Gen 14:17-20; 28:20-22; Lev 27:30-33; Num 
18:21,24; Mal 3:10 


Transgression 
An offence or crime . It is a term that often denotes 
wrongdoing in general, and is often used in parallel for 
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the general word for 'sin'. It can also mean 'rebellion'.
